An old man named Fred Deske, of 
Milwaukee, Wis., beat his son’s brains out 
with an ax helve and club. The boy was 18 
years old and was named Reinhold. After 
the murder Deske tried te hang himself, 
and was in fact suspended when an officer 
came to arrest him. He was cut down, and 
then stated that his son came home drunk 
and a quarrel ensued. 

In his report for the Department of 
Dakota, Gen. Terry says the Indian outlook 
in Northern Montana is unfavorable. Buf- 
faloes are rapidly diminishing. The Indians 
are making raids on cattle and the ranchmen 
are organizing for protection. Dispatches 
from Hermorilla, Sonora, confirm previous 
reports of the murder of Superintendent 
Woeberling of the Lampazos Mine, fourteen 
men, six women, and five children. 
JULIUS ALBRIGHT, an employee of 
the Milwaukee, Lake Shore & Western Road, 
coupling cars, was run over and killed at 
New London, Wis. He was struck on the 
shoulder and cut in two lengthwise. 
DEFREEs, the Public Printer, recently 
sent a commnnication to Senator Plumb, of 
Kansas, asking if a certain newspaper ac- 
count of an alleged interview between the 
two was true.

You thus stand before all honorable men 
self-convicted of having falsely boasted that 
you had grossly insulted, without cause and 
ina manner becoming the lowest black- 
guard, a man almost thirty years older than 
yourself; Iam very sure those acquainted 
with me will regard the paragraph as a lie 
on its face, as they know that I donot cringe 
to any one, and that such an insult would 
have been resented by me on the spot.”

FORTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 


CONGRESS reassembled on tho 5th. In the 
Senate, bills were introduced: By Mr. An- 
thony—To promote the efficiency of the Navy; 
by Mr. Maxey—To increase the efficiency; ot 
the Signal Service of the Army; by Mr. 
Piumb—To a for the disposition ot a 
portion of Fort Hayes Military Reservation, 
Kansas...... In the House, Mr. Orth rose toa 
question ot privilege, stating it grew out of 
and affecting the recent appointment of com- 
mittees of the House. SLefore stating the 
question specifically, he said: ‘1 ask indul- 
gence to announce that it is my purpose at an 
early day to introduce for consideration and 
action a proposition to change the method of 
selecting committees. The vast and diversi- 
fied interests of the country are all more or 
less affected by Congressional legislation, and 
this legislation, as is well known, is almost 
exclusively controlled by the action of the 
committees. For this reason their formation 
assumes importance and is invested with re- 
sponsibility too great to rest in the hands of a 
single individual, however capable and hon- 
est and patriotic such individual may be. As 
now exercised it is emphatically a one-man 
power, and such power ‘is always dangerous 
and in conflict with the principles of republi- 
can government. It is our duty to see that it 
may not at some future period be used to the 
detriment of the best interests of the ee 
And now as to the question of privilege. ou 
have seen fit, sir, to assign me two commitees, 
namely: second place on _ Rules, and Chair 
man of the Committee on Civil Reform. By 
the kindness and unwavering confidence of 
my constituency, I have been fortwelve years 
a member of this House, and Iam now enter- 
ing on my seventh term of service here. With 
two exceptions there is not another Republi- 
can member who has thus long represented 
his people. During that time that [have served 
as member and Chairman on the Vommittee 
on Private Land Claims, as a& wmem- 
ber of the Committee on Ways and Means, 
and for ten years as amember of the Com- 
mittee oh Foreign Affairs, part of that time as 
its Chairman. With one exception, possibly 
two, I am the only Republican member who, 
atany time prior to this session, has ever 
served as Chairman of any committee of this 
Hoxse. In view of this fact I submit that the 
Speaker in his recent action has done an in- 
justice to me and my constituents, for the re- 
lations between a Representative and his 
constituents are so clearly interwoven that 
injustice to one is none an injustice to 
the other. They naturally feel a pride and 
interest in the proper recognition of their 
Representative, and especially when such 
recognition is regarded by custom as attach- 
ing to long years of service. For this injus- 
tice there is, however, no remedy. All that 
can be done is to protest against it, as I do 
now for myself and constituents, and for 
reasons that do not require specification, I 
respectfully ask the House to excuse me from 
service as a member of the Committee on 
Rules.” The = grep “The Chair does not 
understand that it is necessary for him to vin- 
dicate himself by s caning inreply. It must 
not, however, be inferred that because the 
Chair does not undertake to challenge the 
statements charging him with injustice, thet 
the Chair acquiesces in the views taken by 
the gentleman from Indiana.” Mr. Orth’s re- 
quest was granted, Mr. Hewitt (N. Y.) was 
relieved from service on Committee on Pubtic 
Buildings and Grounds. Mr. Hewett (Ala.) 
offered a resolution reciting the fact that the 
Khedive of Egypt had presented to the United 
States the obelisk known as Cleopatra’s Nee- 
dle, and tendering to his Highness the Khe- 
dive the thanks of the people of the United 
States for a gift which only the oldest of na-

In the Senate, on the 6th, Mr. Davis vaca- 
ed the chair for the day'to Mr. Garland. A 
resolution by Mr. Maxey, instructing the Sec- 
retarv of the Interior to furnish a report of the 
survey ot the United States and Texas Boun- 
dary Commission, made under act of June 5, 
1858, and if no final report of said commission 
was made to report that fact, together with 
maps of surveys, and report of the work so 
far as it was prosecuted, was adopted. Mr. 
Windom introduced a bill appropriating 
money for the selection of a site and location 
for a Government building in Minneapolis 
Minn.

JANUARY 9th was a busy day for Con- 
gress.

therefor; by Mr. Rollins—For the o yaniza- 
tion of the Territory of Oklahoma; by Mr. 
Butler—For the creation of a body of parlia- 
mé€ntary attorneys; by Mr. Garland—Donat- 
ing 380 acres of public land to each survivor 
of ‘the Mountain Meadows massacre or their, 
heirs; by Mr. Voorhees—Granting pensions to 
prisoners of the war; by Mr. Logan—To ap- 
propriate and expend the entire income de- 
rived from internal revenue taxes on the 
Manufacture and sale of distillers’ spirits for 
the education of the children’ of the United 
States. It provides that the national sehool 
ge thus created shall be distributed among. 

e several States and Territories pro 
Pata, according to census statistics of 
filiteracy, but prohibits any State or Terri- 
tory irom receiving proposed benefits which 
does not provide by local enactmeht fhat all 
children between the ages of7 and 12 years shall 
attend school at least six months each year. 
Mr. Hoar’s pending resolution for a select 
committee on the rights of woman, to whom 
are to be referred all petitions and resolves 
relating to woman suffrage, was adopted by a 
vote of 35.to 23.. A message was read from the 
President, transmitting various papers re- 
lating to a bill proviging for the right of way 
through the Indian Territory for the St. Louis 
& San Franciseo Railroad. Ordered printed. 
On motion of Mr. Sherman, his bill to pro- 
vide for the issue of wf ne neers bonds was 
taken up without a formal vote. Mr. Vest 
offered an amendment, which was ordered 
printed, adding to the bill a section identical 
with the fifth or compulsory, vetoed 334-per- 
cent, bill of last session, but modified to cov- 
er provisions for $200,000,000. It makes bonds 
the sole basis for circulation. Mr. Sherman 
said that in view of the very full discussion of 
the general propositions of the bill in debates 
upon the vetoed measure, and as he believed 
every Senator had made up his mind on it, 
he would confine himself to a brief statement 
of a few facts, and hoped before the day end- 
ed a decisive vote would be taken and the 
bill passed or defeated. The bill presented, 
except as to details, a purely business ques- 
tion, whether it was advisable or not to place 
at a lower rate, at any time, any part ot the 
debt that now. stands redeemable at 
the pleasure of the Government. Mr. 
Bayard spoke of the exceptionally fa- 
vorable condition of the Government with 
reference to its currency at this time, and 
questioned the confidence of holdersin the 
security of the bonds. He was averse to as- 
suming any risk that would tend to distarb 
this security, even for the sake of an apparent 
reduction of % of 1 per cent in interest. 
Amendments to the bill reported by the com- 
mittee were agreed to. Messrs. McPherson 
and Beck exchanged views, and then Mr. Vest 
secured the floor, whereupon the Senate went 
into executive session...... Chiet among the 
large number of bills introduced inthe House 
were measures for suppression of polygamy; 

roviding that citizens of each State shall 

iave the right to vote directly for President 

and Vice-President; defining the law of in- 
sanity in criminal cases; providing a sound 
and untform paper currency. 


LATE NEWS ITEMS. 


PoLyGamy and the Morrill tariff 
claimed the attention of Congress on the 
10th. The bill fora Mintjat St. Louis was 
referred to Committee on Coins, Weights 
and Measures. 

Mr. Porter began his argument in 
the Guiteau trial on the 10th, and soon fixed 
the attention of every one inthe room. He 
reviewed the conduct of the prisoner and 
the conduct of counsel, and the whole action 
ofthe court. Thecrimein all its hideous 
ugliness was held up to the detestion of his 
hearers. The silence became oppressive, 
and the presence of an avenging justice in 
the near future was suggested with a 
force of conviction that swept from the 
court-room every vestige of that levity 
which has so long attended every utterance 
of the prisoner. The prisoner winced and 
nervously twisted in his place, and for sev- 
eral minutes was unable to say anything, 
but finally yelled out, **I staked my life on 
the issne, and I’m willing to go to the gal- 
lows to-morrow if it is the Lord’s will. I’m 
sick of this, Judge Porter. I wish you would 
get your $5,000 and go home.” 

M. H. THomas, who one year ago 
was a prominent hardware merchant at Ab- 
bottstown, Pa., but who since then,through 
drinking ‘to drown sorrow, had become a 
beggar andatramp, was killed by. a loco- 
motive at South Bend, Ind. 

AN unknown tinner applied for lodg- 
ings at a hotel in Carver, Minn., and being 
denied admission, stepped out to the side- 
walk, drew a revolver and blew his brains 
out. The body remained on the sidewalk 
all night, the citizens not feeling authorived 
to take any steps during the absence of the 
Coroner. The unfortunate man had been 
in town two days, soliciting work without 
success.

Thousand-Dollar Shawls. 









Few of the real Indian shawls are 
called for. One of the larger houses 
sells not more than a dozen such shawls 
in a year, and these are the cheaper 
ones; that is, the shawls of which the 
prices are under $1,000. - One good rea- 
son is that the wearer of a real Indian 
shawl does not get the credit of it. So 
few are worn, and so many imitate so 
well, the real Indian is. not recognized. 
It'is said that in the manufacture of In- 
dian shawls not the slightest improve- 
ment has been made since Napoleon in- 
troduced them into Europe by sendin 
one to Josephine.

Wild Horses in Australia. 


Horses which, escaping now and then 
from the paddocks of colonists on the 
edge of the settled districts of Australia, 
have made themselves at home in the 
freedom and abundant pastures of the 
interior, have multiplied to such an ex- 
tent that, notwithstanding the numbers 
captured or shot every year, it is esti- 
mated that there are something like 
100,000 of them in the two most popu- 
lous colonies—Victoria and New South 
Wales—or roaming the plains immedi- 
ately contiguous to their borders. To 
Europeans tie proposal to have a day’s 
horse-shooting sounds  inexpressibly 
barbarous; but the Australian farmers 
near the interior regard the troops of 
wild horses which may often be seen 
a riage on their inclosed lands as 
vermin. They do not possess any of the 
qualities which often make the wild 
horses of the South American plains 
valuable, and, beside destroying veget- 
ation which might be made to support 
more valuable life, they not infrequently 
tempt the settler’s horses to join them 
and adopt a vagabond life. Worse than 
this, they are suspected of communicat- 
ing disease to settled districts. To meet 
the difficulty of dealing with the increas- 
ing hordes of wild horses the Chief In- 
spector of Stock in New South Wales 
proposes that they should be classed as 
noxious animals, under the Pastures and 
Stock Protection act.— The Colonies and 
Imlia.

Some Artistic Watches. 


In the Sotth Kensington Museum, at 
London, is a small watch about one hun- 
dred years old, representing an apple, 
the golden. case ornamented with grains 
of pearl. Another old Nuremburg watch 
has the form of an acorn, and is provid- 
ed with a dainty pistol which perhaps 
served as an@larm. In London is an 
eagle-shaped watch in which, when the

They are some- 
times found in the form of ducks or 
skulls. The Bishop of Ely had a watch 
in the head of his cane, and a Prince of 
Saxony had one in his riding saddles. 
A watch made for Caterine I.,of Russia, 
a repeater and a musical watch, contains 
within it the Holy Sepulcher and the 
Roman guard. By touching a spring’ 
the stones move away from the door, 
the guard kneel down, angels appear, 
and the holy women step into the tomb 
and sing the Easter song that is heard 
in the Russian churches. King George 
III., of England had a watch not larger 
than a five-cent piece which had one 
hundred and twenty different parts, the 
whole not weighing quite as much as a 
ten-cent piece. 
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—There is a new project at Minneap- 
olis to utilize the saw-dust thrown from 
the saw-mills, by mixing it with peat, 
grinding both, and then molding the 
product into bricks or blocks of a con- 
venient size to use for fuel.

The danger lies in the fact that 
in order that the preservative effect 
shall continue for any length of time, 
the preservative agent must be added in 
successive doses till finally the accumu- 
lated quantity becomes so large as to be 
injurious. d articles of food or 
drink do not require it, and the inferior 
articles which are preserved with its 
aid are sold cheaply to the poor, and 
they, as usual when the necessaries of 
life are in any way fraudulently manipu- 
lated, are the chief sufferers by the ope: 
ration.

Shadows of a Scaffold Loomiug in ghe 
Distance---Ju Cox’s Ruling as 
to Jurisdiction-‘Knowledge of 

Right from Wrong the test. 


The Guitean Trial. 

Wasninaton, Jan. 10.—The court 
roem was densely crowded this morn- 
ing when Judge Cox made his appear 
ance. 

Judge Porter began his argument 
shortly after 10 e’clock, and at oucse 
fixed the attention of every one in tlic 
court room. (uiteau pretende:! to be 
engrossed in his manuscript, hut sou 
laid it agide and listened with wrapt 
attention. It is believed that Judge 
Porter will speak until the heur of re- 
cess. Nothing like it has been seen 
or heard during the past nine weeks 
in the Guiteau trial. As Jndge Po.- 
ter reviewed the conduct o! the priso- 


ner and the conduct on the part of | 


his counsel, and of bis course in the 
court, the crime ia all its bideous ug- 
linesa was held up to the detestation 
of his hearers. The silence became 
oppressive, and the presence of aveug- 
ing justice in the near future was 
suggestive with a force of conviction 
that swept from the the court room 
every vestige of that levity which has 
so leng danced attendance upon every 
utterance of the prisoner, and like a 
veil obscured irom the cousciousness 
of the spectators the horrors of the 
crime and what should be solemnity 
of its judicial atonement. The priso- 
ner winced and nervously twisted in 
his place, and for several minutes was 
unable to say anything that in any 
sense cculd approach to an iuterrup- 
tion, 

Gradually the prisoner gained his 
usual assurance and resumed bis daily 
habit of interrupting with contradic- 
tions and denials. For once, howev- 
er, the insufferable impudeuce of the 
prisoner was completely overawed. 
Neither his noise nor his abuse inter- 


rupted or silenced the avalanche of 


condemnation that swept from the 
lips of the eloquent counsel. “The 
prisoner is mistaken, your Henor,’ 
said Judge Porter, ‘if he believes by 
his unseemly bawling he can prevent 
my voice from being heard by the 
jury. The puppet cannot be moyed 
in such good time as when he eat 
with his counsel, and by his outbursts 
now he is fast tightening the hang- 
man’s noose about his neck.‘ 

With a nervous twitching of the 
mouth Guiteau muttered: 

““We'll see about that.” 

The heretofore audacious and whol} 
ly uuabasned prisoner geemed ill at 
ease and at a loss to understand why 
his would-be sallies of wit and impu- 
dence wholly failed with the audience. 
While more severecame the denuncia- 
tion of counsel, the more frequent and 
marked were the demonstrations of 
approval. Finally, like a wild beast 
brought to bay, Guiteau yelled out; 

“[ staked my life on the issue, and 
I'm willing to go to the gallows tomor 
row if it is the Lord’s will. I'm sick 
of this bosh. Judge Porter, I wish 
you would get your $5,000 and go 
home.” 

Judge Porter concluded hig master- 
ly argument at 11:40 O'clock hy read 
ing the now famous letter of Presiden 
Garfield to Judge Payne, iv which le 
complimented and thanked him for 
brushing away the net--wvork of sophis 
tries with which it has been for many 
years customary to envelope th» plea 
of insanity when set up in excuée for 
crime. 

Judge Cox. a! 11:45, t-gan the 
reading of his descision, wiich begin- 
with a lengthy review of the *ulrsct 


of jurisdiction. He occupied fitty five! 


minutes in reviewing ‘hat portion of 
his decision touching upon the quess 
tion. He reviewed the progsess cf 
the opinions and cited all the impor- 
ant ruliugs from the early days of 
common law in England, and decided 
against the prayer of the defense. He 
summed up tho question, “that the 
jurisdiction is compiete in the place 
where the wound is inflieted.” Consc- 
guentiv this Court has full cognizance 
of the offense. : 

Judge Cox next took up the ques- 
tion of the legal text of insanity, and 
decided that a knowledge and appre- 
ciation of the difference between right 
and wrong, muat be taken as the cor- 
rect test.

How to Manage a Fern-Table. 





Very few flowering plants can be suc- 
cessfully grown, for any length of time, 
in town rooms, without the aid of a pro- 


unfavorable condition for human life— 
either the surrounding atmosphere must 
be bad or the house atmosphere has be- 
come vitiated, from some cause or other ; 
probably from want of suflicient sun 
or from insufficient ventilation, both of 
which are necessary to carry off the gas 
and breathing refuse, which is so inju- 
rious to both animated and vegetable 
life. 

Many persons say that after taking 
the trouble to bring home good fern- 
roots from the woods they can not get 
them to root inthe pots. This, in most 
instances, arises from the fact that the 
roots are taken out of thé ground in the 
wrong way, and are likewise planted in 
the wrong way. 

In lifting a fern-root, be sure to cut & 

ood knot of the soil in which it grows 
along with it, and take care to disturb 
root-fibers as little as possible. 

If the plant can mot—as is often the 
case—be potted the same day in which 
it is taken from the ground, place it in 
a shallow dish, with a little water, until 
convenient to pot. Be sure not to put 
too much water inthe dish, as this will 
loosen the earth from the fibers of the 
root, and a periéd of decay will proba- 
bly be the result. If a dish is not avail- 
able, damp the earth well, and roll itup 
in paper. 

n potting the plants, first of all, make 
a good drain in the bottom of the pot, 
with small pieces of broken tile, stone, 
or pieces of sand. Then place over this 
some good, fresh mold; stand the root 
in the middle of the pot, and, pressing 
the root gently downward, fill in the 
vacant spaces underneath and around 
it, leaving about an inch from the edge 
of the pot, and taking special care not 
to smother the crown of the root—that
